TRUST  FUNDS. 


Your  treasurer  calls  your  attention  to  the  trust 
funds. 

March  20,  1901,  your  former  treasurer  turned  over 
to  me  as  treasurer  the  following  bank  books  and  cer- 
tificates in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Durham,  and  an 
itemized  receipt  for  the  same  was  given: 

Certificate  No.  28,129  for  ten  shares  of  Boston  & 
Albany  railroad  stock. 

Certificate  No.  46,782  for  two  shares  Boston  & 
Albany  railroad  stock. 

Certificate  No.  30,716  for  one  share  of  Boston  & 
Albany  railroad  stock. 

Strafford  Savings  Bank  book  A,  10,909,  showing 
the  following  entry  only,  Feb.  23,  1901 — balance, 
$692.38. 

Strafford  Savings  Bank  book,  ledger  G,  book  A, 
No.  6,088,  Lydia  Simpson  fund,  principal  $100;  ac- 
crued interest  to  Jan.  i,  1901,  $12. 

Also  an  insurance  policy.  No.  1,022  in  the  Spring- 
field Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  (on  the 
town  building)  that  expires  May  i,  1902. 

EXPLANATION. 

The  savings  bank  book  A  10,909  does  not  show 
what  legacies  it  contains.  By  reference  to  the  books 
at    the  bank    it  is  found    that  it    contains  the    Wood- 
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man  and  Griffiths  legacies  of  $300  each.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Griffiths  legacy  be  withdrawn  July 
I,  1902,  and  invested  on  a  separate  book,  and  both 
books  properly  marked,  so  as  to  show  amount  of 
principal  and  names  of  the  persons  who  made  the  be- 
quests. 

George  IV.  Furness  Trust  Ftcnd — $100. 

The  interest  of  this  trust  fund  only  to  be  used  to 
take  care  of  the  Robert  Furness  burial  lot  in  the 
cemetery.  This  trust  fund  was  paid  to  James  W. 
Burnham,  Sept.  4,  1899,  and  shown  upon  the  printed 
town  reports  as  received  Feb.  15,  1900. 

This  fund  of  one  hundred  dollars  has  not  been  in- 
vested and  was  recently  paid  over  to  me.  The  town 
should  take  action  as  to  the  acceptance  of  this  be- 
quest, and  if  accepted,  invested  in  some  savings 
bank,  or  other  safe  manner,  on  a  separate  book  from 
the  legacy  funds.  This  trust  fund  is  given  by  Mrs. 
George  W.  Furness  and  is  not  a  bequest  made  by 
will.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

DURHAM   PUBLIC   LIBRARY. 


The  trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  Library  sub- 
mit the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
Feb.  15,  1902: 

During  the  year  eighteen  books  and  volumes  of 
magazines  have  been  presented  to  the  Durham  Pub- 
lic Ivibrary;  one  hundred  forty-five  books  and  vol- 
umes of  magazines  to  the  Durham  I^ibrary  Associa- 
tion; twenty-six  books  have  been  purchased  with  the 
town  appropriation  of  twenty-five  dollars;  two  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  with  the  town  appropriation  of 
two  hundred  dollars;  and  three  hundred  sixty-two 
books  with  the  income  of  the  Lydia  Simpson  fund 
belonging  to  the  Durham  Library  Association;  mak- 
ing the  total  number  of  books  in  the  library  seventy- 
six  hundred  and  ninety-four,  (not  including  pamph- 
lets); an  increase  during  the  year  of  seven  hundred 
sixty-four  books.  Two  hundred  ten  miscellaneous 
pamphlets  have  been  presented  during  the  year.  The. 
average  circulation  is  about  two  hundred  books  per 
week. 

The  reading  table  has  been  supplied  with  eleven 
magazines  per  month.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
dollars  are  required  for  books  for  the  ensuing  year, 
(This  is  a  fixed   sum  as  per   contract).     The   sum  oi 
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fifty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  will  be  needed  to  re- 
new a  fire  insurance  policy  which  expires  Nov.  i, 
1902.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  will  prob- 
ably be  needed  to  pay  all  miscellaneous  expenses,  in- 
cluding reinsurance  and  reshingling  the  library 
building  this  year.  All  repairs  for  past  year  have 
been  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Durham  Library  As- 
sociation. 

No  steps,  so  far  as  the  trustees  are  aware,  have 
been  taken  by  the  executors  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Hamilton  Smith,  toward  carrying  out  the  bequest 
"of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  a  public  library  in  the 
town  of  Durham." 

It  has  been  reported  that  interest  is  being  allowed 
upon  this  legacy  and  that  the  town  will  profit  by  this 
delay. 

During  the  past  year  the  Durham  Library  Asso- 
ciation received  from  the  executors  of  the  will  of  the 
late  Lydia  Simpson,  the  following  trust  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  Simpson   Fund: 

27  shares  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  stock. 
8  shares  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  stock. 
3  shares  Fitchburg  Railroad  stock. 

($724)  Seven  hundred  twenty-four  dollars  which 
has  been  invested  in  the  Strafford  Savings  Bank  as 
the  Simpson  Trust  Fund. 

Under  the  conditions  of  the  said  will  the  Durham 
Library  Association  are  "to  expend  the  net  income 
thereof  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  books  for  said 
library."  The  first  expenditures  of  this  income  have 
been  ujade  the  past  year,  showing  of  the  books   pur- 


chased  during  the  year  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  have 
been  purchased  by  the  Durham  L,ibrary  Association 
from  the  Simpson  fund.  The  people  of  Durham  are 
fortunate  to  have  the  free  access  to  this  large  annual 
increase  of  books  in  our  library. 

In  1893  the  Durham  Public  Library  received  from 
the  State  one  hundred  and  five  books,  and  with  the 
annual  appropriation  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  year 
for  the  past  ten  years  two  hundred  eighty-one  books 
have  been  purchased.  These  books  have  been  en- 
tered upon  a  separate  account  in  compliance  with 
section  4  of  the  contract  with  the  Durham  Library 
Association,  dated  March  18,  1902. 

The  reports  for  the  past  eight  years  have  shown 
the  donations  given  to  Durham  Public  Library  and 
the  Durham  Library  Association,  the  number  given 
to  each  not  being  shown  separately  on  the  books  of 
the  librarian.  Commencing  with  this  report  dona- 
tions to  each  organization  will  be  given  separately, 
and  donors  should  specify  to  which  library  they  are 
giving. 

We  acknowledge  our  appreciation  of  donations; 
Miss  Mary  E.  Smith,  with  her  usual  generosity,  hav- 
ing given  one  hundred  and  seventeen  books  and  four 
magazines.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  following  are  a  few  statements  in  regard  to 
our  schools  for  the  past  year.  We  have  found  it  nec- 
essary to  make  a  number  of  changes  in  teachers  at 
the  village  grammar  school,  trying  each  time  to  se- 
cure better  results.  When  the  services  of  Miss 
lycsure  were  obtained  we  felt  that  we  had  found  some 
one  suitable  for  the  management  and  teaching  of  the 
school,  but  we  were  unable  to  keep  her,  as  the  dis- 
trict would  not  want  to  pay  her  the  salary  she  was  of- 
fered elsewhere,  and  we  were  obliged  to  find  some 
one  to  take  her  place;  but  were  unsuccessful  until 
Mrs.  Watson,  then  a  member  of  the  school  board, 
resigned  from  the  board  and  has  been  teaching  the 
school  this  winter  term.  She  has  tried  in  every  way 
to  make  a  success  of  her  teaching  and  has  so  far  done 
excellent  work.  At  the  time  of  her  taking  the  school 
both  scholars  and  parents  were  not  in  a  very  level 
frame  of  mind,  and  so  placed  a  teacher  in  tiot  the 
best  of  circumstances.  Miss  Fenton  and  Miss  Lar- 
kin  were  engaged  again  for  the  year,  but  on  account 
of  ill  health  Miss  Fenton  resigned  for  the  winter 
terra  and  Miss  George  of  Newmarket  was  engaged  to 
take    her    place,  filling  it  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  schools  at  the  village  have  been  somewhat 
broken  up  by  the  whooping-cough,  and  we  were 
obliged  to  close  them  before  the  usual  number  of 
weeks  were  kept.     At  Packer's  Falls,  Ethel   Watson 
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resigned  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term  and  Miss  Tick- 
nor  of  Hanover  was  chosen  to  take  her  place.  Thus 
far  she  seems  to  be  doing  well  and  trying  hard  to 
give  satisfaction. 

At  the  Point  Miss  Burnham  resigned  to  go  else- 
where, against  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  members  of 
'the  board,  and  Miss  Hayes  of  Dover  was  found  to 
take    the    school    and    has    been    an    earnest  worker. 

There  was  some  complaint  made  in  regard  to  hav- 
ing the  basement,  or  play-room,  at  the  village,  all  in 
one  room;  so  a  part  of  the  entry  was  taken  to  make 
another  stairway,  and  a  petition  put  in  below,  thus 
making  a  complete  division.  It  seems  as  though 
there  might  be  some  action  taken  to  lessen  the  ex- 
pense of  heating  the  village  school-rooms.  The  fur- 
nace now  in  use  is  an  expensive  one  to  run  and  with 
unsatisfactory  results.  During  the  cold  days  of  win- 
ter it  is  almost  an  impossibility  to  heat  all  parts  of 
the  roc'ms  to  keep  them  comfortable.
